At Oaks 
we have our usual Sunday School work and services every 
Sunday morning and evening. Twice a month on week day 
nights services are conducted in the Flint Chapel and in the 
Dave Russell home, and two Sunday afternoon services and 
one ladies aid meeting in the Buhl Hollow Chapel. These 
places are located from 10 to 15 miles from Oaks. 

In our church work at Oaks we were happy to instruct an

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adult class of six during the fall months. These six were 
received into membership of our congregation by baptism 
and confirmation the last Sunday in December. This fine 
service was climaxed with a Holy Communon service. An 
older adult, who was not able to get out, was baptized pri- 
vately in his home during November, at which time he and 
his wife also received the blessing of Holy Communion. His 
wife had been baptized and confirmed in the Lutheran 
Church of the Missouri Synod. Thus our church in our 
mission is trying to be faithful in administering the means 
of grace to our people here. 


Our Church and Parish Hall 


The real purpose in writing this article is to present our 
new church building and parish hall to the readers of our 
church paper. We believe that this is the first time a picture 
has been printed of our church as we now have it at Oaks.

which was purchased and moved to Oaks in 1948. Some 
years previous the congregation had begun to gather funds 
for a new church or for remodeling the old. These funds to- 
gether with a $5,000.00 loan from our Church Extension Fund 
made the purchase of this chapel and its relocation possible. 
After the chapel was replaced at Oaks, it was stone veneered 
on the outside with our beautiful native stone, which added 
much to its outside appearance. 


In 1950 a new heating plant was installed in this chapel 
church, and the old church shown in the picture with its orig- 
ional steeple was moved from across the road and placed by 
the chapel church to be used as a parish hall. Last summer 
the rock veneering of this part was completed. 


As yet the inside of the old church part has not been re- 
modeled. The plan is that this work is to be done or begun 
this summer. When this work is completed, there will be a 
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larger assembly room as well as a number of Sunday 
class rooms. We will then have a church unit, which will 
deed serve our work here in a very sufficient manner.

standing amateur athlete of 1951. He was awarded the na- 
tion’s most coveted award, the Sullevin trophy. 


Young Bob Richards is an ordained minister and is an in- 


structor in religious philosophy at Laverne College in Cali- 
fornia. 


The National Amateur Athletic Union, which made the 
award to Richards, declared: “He has represented the United 
States in numerous international events and has endeared 
himself to thousands of track enthusiasts for his inpirational 
qualities and helpful attitude toward other young athletes.” 

Richards is a graduate of the University of Illinois. He 
has the distinction of being the second pole vaulter to clear 
15 feet. His record is 15 feet, 4%4 inches. This record is ex- 
ceeded only by that of Cornelius A. Warmerdam, who clear- 
ed 15 feet, 794 inches (outdoors) and 15 feet, 8% inches (in- 
doors) in 1942.

Andy Pafko, great baseball hitter, who joined the Chicago 
Cubs in 1943, was baptized and confirmed in Holy Trinity 
Slovak Lutheran Church in Boyceville, Wisconsin. He at- 
tended Zion Lutheran Church when he was in Chicago, and 
his pastor said, “As far as I know he has never turned down 
an opportunity to appear before a church group.” 


Pafko is said to be the only player in the National League 
who played two different positions in All-Star games. One 
year he played as an outfielder. The team needed a third 
baseman, so he was shifted to that position and the next year 
played as a third baseman in the All-Star 'game. Pafko stays 
away from night clubs, and he does not drink alcoholic bev- 
erages.

Branch Rickey, who has greatly influenced the game of 
baseball during his long career, still clings to his scruples and 
eonvictions. Originator of the farm club system, he also 
helped Negroes get started in baseball when he signed Jackie 
Robinson to the Dodgers.

‘Athletes can Keep Their Principles! 


Not long ago, one of our young soldiers in Korea wrote 
to the pastor: “Thank you for your greetings and the 
Church Messenger which I just received last night. It 
was very good to hear from you. Over here a greeting 
means so much and yours was no exception. 

“T also sincerely want to thank you for your prayers 
which you are giving for us boys over here, as I can say 
from the heart I don’t know of a time or place where 
prayers are needed more than we need them. Our hearts 
and thoughts are back with you folks at home, but our 
job is here and is quite a task, to say the least. 

“The one thing that truly makes life over here a 
worthy and continuous experience is knowing and hav- 
ing FAITH—faith in the Lord and faith in ourselves. 

Never before have I realized the need of God as much 
as I have since I have been over here and I am sure there 
are many many more other boys who will tell you the 
same thing. Perhaps it is rather late to realize such a 
thing, but better late than never. 

“T have always wondered what war was actually like. 
I have tried to place myself in the position of one who 
was in the midst of horror and terror, blood, pain and 
death. Now I know what war is and it is anything but 
a pleasant picture. 

“This is Korea and this is War. The thought of war 
has never been so extremely shocking or unusual, as 
wars are as old as history itself. What is shocking is 
realizing and experiencing the agony and uncertainties 
and observing the direct results of bloodshed and hatred 
and the destruction of war. Then one (and I’m that in- 
dividual) is finally awakened to a few of the essentials of 
human life, and I can say I believe that this has been the 
time when I found the peace and quiet and the fortress 
of strength of religion based upon the Holy Bible and of 
“Our Father who art in heaven!” It has been a blessing 
for me to be able to realize this and what a haven of rest 
and comfort in the most hectic days of my life! 

“After having seen Inchon, Yong Dong Po, Seoul, and 
Chonwong (to mention a few of the best known Korean 
cities) one realizes for the first time what terrific fight- 
ing has taken place in this small mountainous country. 

“Riverywhere are the scars of war. Every remaining 
building is a grim reminder of what has come before—a 


Our Synod’s Home Mission 


An interesting review of the past and the present Home 
Mission Work of our Church

1. Home Missions, the youngest servant of the UELC 


In the year 1942 at the 46th annual convention held in 
Blair, Nebraska, the Board of Home Missions was created 
through the adoption of the Rules and Regulations of the 
Board of Home Missions. The first meeting of this Board 
was held in Minneapolis on November 15, 1942. The budget 
under which it was to carry onits work was $10,427.50. Out of 
this budget $1,100.00 was not used in the regular budgetary 
manner. A great part of this budget was spent on the Can- 
adian field, namely $4,847.00, while grants in aid amounted to 
$1,320.00 and the Pacific District received $1,640.00. The 
Church Extension Fund amounted to $7,896.00. 


The Board of Home Missions really began functioning 
January 1, 1943, thus in time making its first contribution to

“T am with a Medical Clearing Co., and our primary 
purpose is the evacuation of casualties, which we evacu: 
ate by helicopter, ambulance, and hospital train. My pla 
toon is right up at an advance station, and at times life 
is anything but dull! We are well surrounded by every 
conceivable weapon, and when the barrages from ou: 
side or the enemy’s open up the air is a vacuum of fire 
and noise and hell! We receive enemy shellbursts anc 
also have been strafed several times by Red Migs. S 
when everything is in operation we have a hard and dif 
ficult time to keep up and get our casualties started or 
their road to evacuation. 

“We have handled as many as 500 casualties a day 
which is a 24 hr. job. Too, we are very short-handed bu: 
manage to get by on staggered shifts. Now that the win: 
ter weather has closed in upon us, the fighting has let uf 
somewhat and I must admit it has been a big relief, men! 
tally and otherwise. 

“But I can begin to count the days till I leave Korea as 
that should be the first or middle of February! Looking 
forward to seeing you all in the near future, I shall close 
for now, i

2. Home Missions must attain its full stature.

‘ir we have opportunity to enter such new fields as Whit-

ds are teeming with people who need to hear and to heed 
call of the Master to come. We have been blessed with

Many 
‘ners have built extensive additions to their churches or 
iwe built new parsonages in order to meet the needs of the 
bwing work. This is a very good sign of an alert church,

‘ive approximately $3,500.00 (as of February 1, 1953). The 
ted for more funds is tremendous. Why is it that so little 
coming in? Most of our congregations thought that when 
sir share of the Church and School Development Drive was 
fid in full they had fully met their obligations both to the 
thool and also to Home Missions. In a sense that is true, 
t the ongoing program of the church needs a larger fund 
an first anticipated. Cost of building as well as salary 
Ingles have increased tremendously and the greatest oppor- 
ities for expanding the work of the church at home are 
ond even the most optimistic prognostications of five 
sars ago when the appeal was first made. The Lord of the 
aurch has richly blessed us, so why should we not continue 


individuals and congregations to give to the Church Ex- 
4sion Fund? The Church Extension Fund also affords an 
‘portunity which should appeal to those who are making 
sir last will and testament. If you will include the Church 
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Extension Fund of the UELC in your will, you are assured 
that your bequest will continue to build churches and help 
extend the work of the Kingdom long after your life is lived. 
3. Home Mission needs the love, the prayers and the support 
of all our people. The promotion of the cause of Home Mis- 
sions has not kept step with our needs. This is partly due 
to the fact that we can not send anyone out to all our congre- 
gations to tell the story as is done in some departments of 
the church. The accomplishments are given in news stories 
in our church papers but seldom do we have a chance to tell 
the whole story. We hope to be able to put out more litera- 
ture to all our congregations, for we believe that the love for 
our American people and the desire to have a share in the ev- 
angelizing of America, is not lacking in our midst, it only 
needs to be mobilized. 


Another reason for the promotional lag is the fact that our 
efforts have been centered in the regions farthest removed 
from the actual center of our greatest concentration of mem- 
bership. Most of our people have not actually witnessed the 
rapid increase in Home Missions. Yet we feel that the love 
and the prayers for this servant of the Lord has been and is 
a great sustaining power. When and if Home Missions be- 
comes a united effort under a sustained program of all the 
church—promotions of interest 1and participation, we hope, 
will bring about the much greater results. 


4. Measuring the growth. Since 1943 we have increased the 
confirmed membership of the church by 2030. The total in- 
crease for the Synod during that time is 7,142. That means 
that Home Mission churches have been responsible for near- 
ly 29% of ‘the increase in membership during the past 10 
years. During 1952 our Home Mission congregations have 
contributed to Synod and District quotas, Lutheran World 
Action, [Foreign Missions and other causes the sum of 
$15,684.34. The total assets of these congregations (we are 
not counting those who are now self-supporting) are 
$748,593.36. The total indebtedness is $275,545.86, leaving a 
net worth of $473,047.50. The investment of Church Exten- 
sion funds in self-supporting congregations amount to 
$30,559.91. 


During the 10 year period 10 new congregations have been 
received in addition to those previously receiving financial 
support. Of the 20 congregations receiving grants from Home 
Mission funds in 1943 there are yet five receiving aid. Four 
of these are still bilingual churches. The amounts allocat- 
ed for these congregations in this year’s budget is $4,640.00. 
In the Sunday Schools there are 2221 enrolled in the 19 con- 
gregations under Home Missions including both of our new 
starts—Hoffman Heights, Colorado and Red Deer, Alberta. 
All of these figures and statistics are only sign posts indicat- 
ing that the work assigned to us to go out into the highways 
and hedges, and compel people to come in, is a blessed and 
fruitful service over which we may rejoice. 


5. New Work. 


Through the magnanimous gift of an anonymous friend of 
Home Missions—in an amount sufficient to pay the pastor’s 
salary for two years—it was possible to start a new work in 
Hoffman Heights, Aurora, Colorado. Pastor Irving Tange 
moved there in January. The first unit will be planned and 
possibly under way of construction by the time the conven- 
tion meets. The other new field is at Red Deer, Alberta, 
Canada. This congregation was organized last fall with 51 
confirmed and 86 baptized members, through the efforts of 
Pastor A. N. Morcek who is serving the field as an annex to 
Olds until the pastor arrives in July. Both of these fields 
will need our prayers and all the financial help we can pos- 
sibly ‘give them. Student Gerhard Nygaard, who will be or- 
dained at this Convention, has accepted the call to Red Deer.
